FCC SETS VE TEST FEES FOR REIMBURSEMENTS 


Effective January 1, 1996, the 
maximum allowable reimbursement fee 
for an amateur operator license exami- 
nation will be $6.07. The FCC set this 
amount based on the Consumer Price In- 
dex between September 1994 and Sep- 
tember 1995 and it will be an increase 
from the current $5.90. 

Volunteer examiners and volunteer 
examiner coordinators may charge exam- 
inees for out of pocket expenses incurred 
in preparing, processing, administering, 
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or coordinating reexaminations for ama- 
teur operator licenses. The amount of any 
such reimbursement Tee from any one 
examinee for any one examination ses- 
sion, regardless of the number of elements 
administered, must not exceed the maxi- 
mum allowable fee. Beginning January 
1 the ARRL/VEC will charge $6.05 to 
each applicant (other than candidates tak- 
ing Novice Class elements 1A or 2).

FCC OKs closings plan 


The FCC has approved a field of- 
fice restructuring plan that it says will. 
improve operations and save money. The- 
plan, submitted to the Commissioners by 
FCC Chairman Reed Hundt on August 
17, would automate the FCC’s network 
of airwave monitoring stations and reduce 
the number of field offices and field per- 
sonnel in the Compliance and Informa- 
tion Bureau (CIB). 

The plan also will improve public 
information services by establishing a 
new toll-free national call center, the FCC 
said. The Commission’s field enforce- 
ment activities would be maintained at 
current levels. 

The plan would close nine separate 
attended high frequency monitoring sta- 
tions, and three additional monitoring 
sites within FCC field offices. Techno- 
logical advances permit the replacement 
of these monitoring stations with a na- 
tional automated monitoring network by 
the summer of 1996, the FCC said, and 
“overall, monitoring capacities will be 
enhanced.” One facility in Laurel/Co- 
lumbia, Maryland, will remain as the 
network central station. 

The new FCC Call Center would, 
for the first time, enable the public any- 
where in the United States to call one toll- 
free number to reach the FCC for infor- 
mation or to report complaints, The Cen-_ 
ter will handle this function more effi- 
ciently, and with greater convenience to 
the public, than is now possible in the 
dispersed field offices, the FCC said. 

The FCC said that, under the plan, 
authorized staffing in the CIB will de- 
crease by about one-third by the begin- 
ning of FY 1997. The CIB plan will re- 
quire an investment of 5 to 7 million dol- 
lars in equipment and personnel in fiscal 
years 1996 and 1997 and the Commis- 
sion estimates it would save more than 8 © 
million (in current dollars) annually 
thereafter.” 

Hundt said, ‘’The CIB restructur- 
ing plan will enable us to enforce the rules 
that govern the nation’s airwaves better 
and cheaper. We will also be able to pro- 
vide information services to the public 
better and cheaper.” 

As is required for all major FOC: 
reorganizations, the CIB restructuring 
plan must be reviewed by the House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees. At 
the same time, the FCC will begin Te- 
quired negotiations with the union that 
represents F CC employees.

The International Bureau of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission has 
added up-to-date schedules for FCC-li- 
censed shortwave broadcast stations to 
its Internet services.

The FCC said 
that because of the frequency and com- 
plexity of these changes, use of the 
Internet make distribution of schedules 
more efficient for both shortwave broad-

Chasing Ghosts In the 


Machine 
I had an experience with my sys- 


tem this week and I thought I would share, 


it with you. 

I run a PC compatible system based 
on the Cyrix 486DX2-80 processor. I have 
it configured as a dual boot with Win- 
dows NT as my primary operating sys- 
tem and MS-DOS 6.2 as my secondary 
system. For the most part, I stay in Win- 
dows and only use DOS when I need to. 
Ham Software is one example of routines 
which typically run only under DOS, so I 
need to be able to switch over every once 
in a while. 

This system started out as an Intel 
486DX33 and I only recently put the 
Cyrix chip in for a much needed boost in 
performance. By and large, this system 
runs fine with the exception of the occa- 
sional crash which all PC users are fa- 
miliar with (Mac’s too). Things got a 
little better last week when I downloaded 
the latest patches for Windows from the 
Microsoft FTP site. But, I still had quirks 
that went unexplained and I could never 
put my finger-on the problem. 

The killer happened this week 
when I downloaded a program from 
Adobe called Acrobat Reader. Acrobat 
Reader is a utility for reading documen- 
tation from a CD ROM. Adobe has pro- 
vided Acrobat on all platforms including 
Mac and Unix in attempt to provide a 
standard document format for develop- 
ers of applications that may reside on 
multiple platforms. I needed this program 
because many of the new programs which 
I wanted to run came with all their docu- 
mentation on CD in Acrobat format. If I 
wanted to read the manual, I needed Ac- 
robat. The first attempt at running Ac- 
robat failed miserably because it was not 
NT compatible so I logged into the Adobe 
Web site (I love the internet) and grabbed 
version 2.1. It WAS NT compatible. I 
downloaded the big file, unzipped it and 
ran the install. A few minutes later, I 
had Icons and I thought I was ready to 
run. I double clicked the picture and 
waited as the announcement screen ap- 
. peared and CRASH, the application 
closed claiming a floating point overflow 
error. Floating point? I didn’t think you 
needed a math coprocessor to read docu- 
ments. Well, I was wrong. Adobe uses 
the math chip to scale the fonts that are 
displayed on the screen. This box 
wouldn’t run this program. So, I jumped 
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back on the Adobe web page and looked 
for the E-Mail help area. There was none. 
After much searching and finally dialing 
a toll long distance call, I was informed 
that Adobe provides service for their prod- 
ucts on a pay as you go basis. Have your 
credit card ready because it’s going to 
cost, twenty five bucks for this call. Af- 
ter navigating through tech support (I 
have to say that for twenty five bucks and 
my long distance, they were relatively 
speedy), I got a technician. I described 
my problem and, of course, he had never 
heard of this one. He immediately con- 
nected me with their research group. I 
guess since I’m paying, they may as well 
take advantage of the information. The 
research tech logged my problem and we 
ended the agony here. 
_ The only suggestion he gave me 
was pull out that impostor chip. 
I was disappointed but not deterred. 
If the coprocessor was overflowing, 
maybe it was bad? So, I downloaded as 
many test programs as I could find. Ev- 
erything passed. The last test I tried was 


the FDIV Bug finder that was written for 


the Flawed Pentium chips. This little 
program performed complex calculations 
with the floating point unit that caused 
the original Pentium chips to fail. Sure 
enough, this one failed too. Could this 
be! Could there be an FDIV bug in the 
Cyrix chip as well. I could be famous!! 
Well, maybe not. It turns out that I ran 
the same program on another Cyrix that 
I had in the other room and it passed with 
flying Windows. I just might have a bad 
part. I pulled the offending chip out of 
my motherboard and tried it in a differ- 
ent box (an easy task around here since 
most PC’s have the cover off) and it failed 
there also. I definitely had a bad chip. 

Once discovered, I returned the bad 
part for a credit and bought a new one. 
My Acrobat problem went away. Many 
other quirks which I just ignored went 
with the bad chip as well. 

The most interesting part of this 
exercise is the difficulty I had discover- 
ing the problem. Upon closer evaluation, 
this bad chip could divide 2 by 3 and get 
.68 instead of .66666.... This chip was 
really bad. And yet, all of the test soft- 
ware including the BIOS which comes 
with my box and more than likely, the 
test software at the Cyrix factory didn’t 
catch this bug. The chip basically worked 
but gave wrong answers. What’s even 
worse, the flaw caused programs to fail 
or even in the one case , not even start. 


The moral of this story is trust. 
These boxes are machines and complex 
ones at that. The testing methods are 
better every day but once in while, one of 
these bad parts gets through. I still think 
they seek me out just to make my life more 
interesting but I’m sure everyone thinks 
that too.. 

On the flip side, The Cyrix chip 
which I’m using is an interesting part and 
worth considering if you have a two or 
three year old 486 system with BIOS sup- 
port for faster chips. This chip runs at 2 
times the bus clock speed of 40 Mega- 
hertz and uses 5 Volts. All the other chips 
in this speed class require 3.3 or 3.45 
volts, a problem for older motherboards 
which did not provide an adjustable regu- 
lator. The chip can be had for about $75: 
and comes complete with a large green 
heat sink to dissipate the considerable 
power that it burns. Other than the bug 
in the bad part, I have had no other com- 


_patibility problems and I run Windows 


NT which tends to be picky about the 
hardware. It really improves on the per- 
formance over a 33 Megahertz part so it’s 
worth a look. .

AMSAT filmed for 
TV show 


A film about the Radio Amateur 
Satellite Corporation (AMSAT) and 
Amateur Radio is tentatively scheduled 
for next spring on the Discovery Chan- 
nel Network. 

The program, set for around March 
15, 1996, will be called ‘’Eyes in the 
Sky,” and is planned to be a two-hour 
evening special.

President Keith Baker, KBISF. Baker 
appeared on camera, as did Dick Jansson 
WD4FAB, Stan Wood WA4NFY, anda 
number of other Phase 3-D satellite vol- 
unteer workers. 

Filming was done in three parts: In 
the first, Baker, Jansson and Wood troll 
an Orlando surplus house, Skycraft, look- 
ing for parts for the spacecraft.

I was too obscure for 
them - just either be a parrot and recite questions and answers 
from the books or sit down and shut up. These donks will come 
to the tests for CW without preparation - They start by “trying” 
to pass 20 wpm - turn ina total scribble, or a blank sheet; then try 
13 wpm, almost as bad, and finally might manage the 5 wpm. 
Instead of getting an aim on their capability or lack of, they go 
through this asinine idocy time after time. Hoping that some 
magic gimmick folderol will sink their skulls into copying the 
morse code. Incidentally I, without boasting, can copy 45 wpm.

Support for Florida itself occurred dur-~ 


ing Erin and Opal ... both hitting the 
Florida Panhandle within 20 miles of 
each other exactly two months to the 
day apart (August 4th and October 
4th). By this time we have largely for- 
gotten Allison which came in about 50 
miles to the east of the now devastated 
Sites. This summer of 1995 has been 
the most active storm season in his- 
tory and Florida Army MARS was 
there backed up by the every asset of 
Army MARS itself. 

As one of thousands of evacuees, 
this writer can attest to the naturally 
generous and cooperative nature of 
Americans faced with a common di- 
saster. The infrastructure of roads in 
the Panhandle counties contains, usu- 
ally, one north-south road leading from 
the beach communities. More often 
than not, it is a two-lane road — one 
lane for each direction. This one-lane 
stricture was maintained on the 
premise that emergency vehicles may 
be needed at the south ends of the coun- 
ties. Several emergency vehicles did 
go through as did a number of TV

transmission trucks from several parts of 
Florida and CNN and the Weather Chan- 
nel. I saw no cars cutting in or out of the 
crawling traffic and, amazingly, all traf- 
fic from side streets was given very gen- 
erous space for entry into the column of 
cars. This patience and generosity con- 
tinued as the mass of cars turned east- 
ward onto I-10 and remained in force 
until Matt and I left I-10 at the Marianna 
Travel Center. That is as far as we went. 
Three and a half hours to travel 40 miles 
was sufficient for us. The people work- 
ing at the Travel Center were magnifi- 
cent to us even remaining open and us- 
ing ingenious methods to serve all of us 
who were sleeping in their parking lot 
when they, themselves, were without 
power or water. I herein express my grati- 
tude to the management and employees 
of this fine truck stop. 

This same attitude of caring and 
extending help flows through all of the 
operations of Army MARS. In fact, that 
is why the MARS programs exist. We 
render whatever communications assis- 
tance that we can via the federal and mili- 
tary agencies while the ARES/RACES 
operators work in the county-state areas 
of responsibility. The primary- mission 
of Army MARS is to send early informa- 
tion reports (EEI) to DOMS to be shared 
with other agencies upon request. The 
emergency support mission also includes 
establishing and maintaining emergency

support and traffic nets. The morale mis- 
sion with the MARSgram traffic is also 
one of caring and sharing our talents and 
expertise for the soldiers and their loved 
ones. 

It is in this vein that Army MARS 
each holiday season encourages all Ama- 


teur operators, MARS and non-MARS, 


to reach the public with the information 
that there are two great radio message - 
services which can be used for the send- 
ing of holiday greetings and good wishes 
to friends and loved ones. 

It is again time to join us in the 
fourth annual Operation: Holidays cam- 
paign. This is avery simple process. Talk 
to people. Tell them what Amateur radio 
can do for them. Invite them to share a 
holiday message with a friend or loved 
one. The National Traffic System and 
the MARS Message Traffic System stand 
ready to get those messages through to 
the recipients efficiently and accurately. 
People who use our services will also be 
helping themselves — not only by using 
a free and effective service but by giving 
that service and its operators the practice 
and experience that is needed for effec- 
tive emergency services to the communi- 
ties, the counties, the states, and the coun- 
try. 
Asa sidelight, a Washington Army 
MARS member Larry A. Smith/AAROLP, 
while giving Army MARS support to an 
Army exercise involving approximately 
10,500 troops, was requested by a soldier 
to deliver a “Singing MARSgram” for the 
soldier’s son’s birthday. He reports that 
when he started singing, the dog started 
howling in the background. I am not 
promising anyone that a singing 


-MARSgram will be delivered with qual- 


ity song, but it has been done. This is the 
spirit of Army MARS. Let’s see the glow 
of the holiday spirit added to that spirit. 

This month of December closes out 
a year of challenges, a year of change for 
Florida Army MARS and for Army 
MARS as a whole. 1996 promises to be 
equally challenging as the era of coop- 
eration and interoperability among all 
three MARS services takes precedence 
over all other considerations. Each 
MARS service will retain its unique char- 
acter while interacting with each other 
in order to promote the highest quality of
